Syrians move into 
Hizbollah stronghold 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Syrian 
troops met rejoicing residents 
when they pushed into Beirut’s 
battle-scarred southern suburbs 
Friday to hair three weeks of 
bitter inter-Shi’ite fighting.

Bulldozers started to flatten big 
sand barricades built by the pro- 
Iranian Hizbollah (Party of God) 
and the Syrian-backed Amai mili- 
tias to defend their positions after 
ferocious battles erupted between 
them May 6.

Resistance on full 
alert in S. Lebanon 


.BEIRUT (Agencies) — Tension 
remained high Friday in South 
Lebanon where Israeli soldiers 
and their Lebanese militia allies 
stormed villages for a second time 
Thursday in their search for re- 
sistance fighters. 

. Reports from tbe south said 
Friday resistance groups were on 
full alert and were manning anti- 
aircraft positions round-the-clock 
in antidpation of further Israeli 
attacks. 

Sources quoted by Reuters said 
Israeli jets bombed positions of 
fee Iranian backed Hizbollah in 
the village of Louwaizeb and 
South Lebanon Army (SLA) 
militiamen carried out a search of 
the village Thursday. 

Thursday's raid was Israel's 
third air strike on tbe village in 
two days and its 12fe into Leba- 
non this year. The sources said 
Israeli ground forces also backed 
fee SLA operation. 

In Tel Aviv, an army spokes- 
man said SLA men hunted the 
militants under Israeli air cover 
but added: “There was no de- 


fined operation as there was 
yesterday." 

A Hizbollah spokesman in west 
Beirut said Israeli jets bombed 
fee group’s posts in Louwaizeb 
while its fighters repulsed a joint 
Israeli-SLA offensive and in- 
flicted heavy casualties. 

Security sources said up to 40 
Hizbollah fighters were killed 
Wednesday when an Israeli-SLA 
force advanced to tbe village, 10 
kilometres northeast of the mar- 
ket town of Nabatiyeh, to wage a 
nine-hour battle involving hand- 
to-hand fighting wife knives. 

Five SLA militiamen were also 
wounded during the incursion, an 
SLA source in the town of Mar- 
jayoun said. 

The Am al militia, fighting Hiz- 
bollah for control of south Beirut, 
said it also engaged the Israelis at 
Louwaizeh Wednesday and five 
of its men were killed. 

Israeli aircraft attacked 
Louwaizeh twice during tbe in- 
cursion — before the force 
moved in and shortly before it 
withdrew. 


Le Pen warns of ‘tension’ 
if his party is defeated 


PARIS (R) — Far-right leader 
Jean-Marie le Pen, who unex- 
pectedly won millions of votes in 
fee French presidential election, 
is warning of tension if his 
National From is driven from 
parliament in next month's 
general election. 

Opinion polls predict the anti- 
im migrant campaigner will lose 
his own bid to win a seat in 
Marseille and see his party ranks 
in the 577-seat National Assem- 
bly slashed from 32 to less than 
five when the nation votes June 5 
and 12. 

“That would be a black day for 
the republic and for democracy. 
When a representative system no 
longer permits representation of 
several million people, then 
there’s something rotten in the 
state of France," says Le Pen. 

“If the assembly does not play 
its role as a chamber for defus- 
ing... tensions, they will manifest 
themselves elsewhere.” 

If, as forecast, voters give Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand's 
Socialist Party a landslide victory, 
Le Pen vows the National From 
would from “fee backbone of tbe 
resistance to socialism." 


These dire warnings, repeated 
in magazine and television inter-' 
views this week as Le Pen cam- 
paigned in Marseille, are fee 59- 
year-old former paratrooper’s re- 
sponse to predictions of a Nation- 
al Front wipeout. 

Le Pen stunned France by tak- 
ing 14.4 per cent of fee vote in fee 
first round of presidential elec- 
tions April 24, making his party 
easily the biggest far-right move- 
ment in Europe. 

It was, he said, an earthquake 
which changed the political land- 
scape. The port city of Marseille, 
where he took nearly 30 per cent 
of fee vote, had made him “a 
declaration of love.” 

Le Pen’s divisive impact on the 
right helped Mitterrand win a 
second term and will help fee 
Socialists in fee follow-up par- 
liamentary election ordered by 
the president. 

But his very success, as a 
populist orator spreading ideas 
condemned as racist and fascist, 
alarmed the establishment and 
made him political enemy num- 
ber one of fee left, the centre, 
and sections of fee moderate 
right 


action could bring fresh moves to 
free up to 18 Western hostages 
missing and believed held by pro- 
Iranian militants in the suburbs, 
which have been outside 
Lebanese government control for 
four years.

Superpowers trade human rights 
charges two days before summit 


HELSINKI (Agencies) — A 
U.S.-Soviet row over human 
rigbts has broken out two days 
before the superpower summit 
opens in Moscow. 

U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan, striking a tough note 
ahead of his talks with Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev, urged 
Moscow to release political pris- 
oners, allow free emigration and 
introduce full religious tolerance. 

In Moscow, Soviet officials 
suggested the tone of his Helsinki 
speech boded ill for the summit. 
The Soviet media attacked the 
U.S. on human rights issues, 
accusing Washington of ignoring 
its own violations. 

Soundn.g the human rights 
theme he will stress in their talks 
in Moscow, Reagan praised Gor- 
bachev’s “glasnost" and the * 
openness feat has flourished in 
his three years at the Kremlin 
helm. 

But while dissidents are re- 


leased from labour camps and 
books and movies criticising the 
communist system gain currency, 
Reagan said, “Soviet practice 
does not — or does not yet — 
measure up to Soviet commit- 
ment." 

In fee Helsinki accord with 34 
other nations, the Soviets 
pledged to provide more liberty 
for their people and those in 
Eastern Europe. 

And yet, 13 years later, 
Reagan said, the cases of divided 
families and blocked marriages 
remain on tbe East-West agenda, 
while Soviets trying to emigrate 
are subjected to artificial quotas 
and arbitrary rulings. 

“And what are we to think of 
the continued suppression of 
those who wish to practice their 
religious beliefs?" Reagan asked. 

Reagan spoke in a prepared 
speech to a Finnish audience in 
Finlandia Hall, where tbe Hel- 
sinki final agreement was signed 


in 1975. 

Earlier Friday, Reagan played 
down the significance of fee 
Soviet decision to cancel one of 
his meetings with Gorbachev. 

“We only had Tour meetings at 
our summit in Washington." he 
told reportere. “We have to rec- 
ognise that their government has 
normal business that has to be 
conducted and we have to sche- 
dule accordingly — feat's what 
we did when fee summit was in 
our town." 

The Soviet media meanwhile 
fired a broadside at the United 
States on human rights issues 
Friday, with two newspapers and 
the official news agency TASS 
accusing Washington of ignoring 
its own alleged violations. 

“Problems of human rights are 
everywhere," the Communist 
Party newspaper Pravda said in a 
commentary. “Do they really not 
exist in the United States?" 


Sahara on focus at OAU summit 


ADDIS ABABA (Agencies) — 
U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar met Friday with 
leaders of the Polisario From, 
sparking speculation be may be 
mediating an end to its war wife 
Morocco over the Western 
Sahara. 

Perez de Cuellar’s meeting 
took place while African leaders 
attending tbe Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) summit 
went into a dosed session to 
discuss the Western Sahara 
question and the Chad-Libya dis- 
pute. 

Aides said the U.N. chief was 
meeting with Mohammad Abdul 
Aziz, president of the Sahara wi 
Arab democratic republic, and 
that he was confident of resolving 
fee war between tbe Polisario 
Front mid Morocco. 

“The secretary-general expects 
to be able to hold a referendum in 
Western Sahara within the next 


few months," said an aide, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Perez de Cuellar has visited the 
Western Sahara to mediate fee 
dispute wife President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia, outgoing 
chairman of the OAU. 

“Our contacts with the parties 
encourage us to believe fear, 
given their continued cooperation 
and political will, a peaceful solu- 
tion to fee problem can be 
found," be said. 

The peace process has acceler- 
ated wife this month's resump- 
tion of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Morocco and Algeria, fee 
Polisario Front's main backer. 

Kaunda made fee comments in 
his chairman’s address to the pan- 
African body. He spoke before 
being replaced as chairman by 
Mali’s president, Moussa Traore. 
The year-long elected post re- 
volves between northern and sub- 
Saharan Africa. 


Traore called on Africans to 
unite “so as to bear up to the 
many problems facing our coun- 
tries." 

He also urged fee OAU to 
“further improve our methods of 
struggle so as to fully dismantle 
apartheid and increase moral and 
materia) support to the peoples of 
South Africa, Namibia and the 
frontline states." 

Chad-Libya conflict 

Traore said recent achieve- 
ments in mediating the Libya- 
Chad dispute were “dear evi- 
dence of the ability of Africa to 
transcend its differences." 

Kaunda mediated a ceasefire 
between the two countries last 
September and Libyan leader 
Muammar Qadhafi Wednesday 
marked the OAU’s 25th 
anniversary by declaring an end 
to the 15-year-old war. 


Abu Odeh: 
Jordan-U.S. 
ties poor 

LONDON (R) — A senior 
Jordanian official said in re- 
marks published Thursday that 
Jordan's relations with the Un- 
ited Slates had been harmed by 
its policy in the Middle East 
and its reluctance to sell arms 
to the Kingdom. 

“We regret lies are not good 
and the reasons are that the 
United States made them reach 
that point by its stand on the 
Palestinian question and...

WASHINGTON (R) — Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis would easily defeat 
Vice-President George Bush if 
the November presidential elec- 
tion were held now, according to 
a new poll released Friday by the 
Washington Post and ABC News. 

The survey, the fourth major 
poll this month to show Dukakis 
with a solid lead, said the likely 
Democratic presidential nominee 
holds a 53-40 percentage point 
advantage over Bush, who has 
wrapped up the Republican 
nomination. 

A poll conducted last March 
gave Dukakis a 50-45 per cent 
lead. The latest survey of 1,508 
voters was conducted between 
May 29 and May 26. 

Dukakis, who has nearly 1,700 
of the 2,081 delegates needed to 
win his party’s mantle at the 
national convention that opens in 
Atlanta July 18, expects to wrap 


up the nomination in the final 
primary contests June 7. 

Voters in California, New 
Mexico. Montana and New 
Jersey will choose 466 delegates 
that day. Dukakis is heavily 
favoured to defeat his lone 
Democratic rival, civil rights 
leader Jesse Jackson, in all four 
states. 

While Dukakis campaigned in 
California and New Mexico Fri- 
day, Bush was at his Kennebunk- 
port, Maine, vacation home 

The latest poll duplicated re- 
sults in early gallup, Harris, and 
New York Times/CBS polls. 

Spokesmen for both parties 
said tbe polls are only a “snap- 
shot" of voting sentiment now 
and a dose election was ex- 
pected. But Democratic spokes- 
woman Julie Anbender said the 
favourable polls help motivate 
party workers. 
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Old Salt: Inspiration for contemporary architects 


JTV Channel 2 Preview

AMMAN — The fine old build- 
ings that dominate the centre of 
the city of Salt have as much to 
offer today as they had when they 
were first constructed nearly a 
hundred years ago. The meticu- 
lous workmanship of tbe often 
exquisite architectural detailing 
still has tbe ability to impress, to 
stimulate and excite. Yet despite 
this, little has been written or 
documented about these struc- 
tures, until recently. 

Over the last year a team of 
architects and engineers from the 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS), 
the Ministry of Public Works and: 
Housing and the University of 
Jordan have been documenting in 
some detail more than ISO houses 
in Salt in preparation for the first 
volume of a new publication, a 
Handbook of Architectural 
Heritage. 

The handbook is part of The 
National Architectural Heritage 
of Jordan Project initiated by the 
Building Research Centre (BRC-) 
at the RSS. This project which is 
being financed by the Ministry of 
Planning will eventually cover all 
the major cities of the country: 
Madaba, Karak, Amman ect., 
documenting in each case build- 
ings that date from 1,700 and 
structures built before that date 
being protected by the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities. “The steer- 
ing committee for the project has 
quickly realised that the money 
allocated for the entire project 
was small and the job huge," 
director of the BRC, Dr. Daoud 
Jabaji told the Jordan Times. “So 
we decided to start off with one 
town and Salt being the richest in 
terms of architectural heritage 
and close to Amman, was chosen. 
The Salt project will then be used

as a model for the other cities that 
we will document in the future." 

Surveying Salt 

Under the guidance of deputy 
director of the BRC, Dr. Seyfed- 
din Muaz, the project manager, 
the team of architects and en- 
gineers began by making a thor- 
ough field survey of the old build- 
ings in the city of Salt and its 
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Detail from Salt 


surrounding area. Buildings con- 
structed between the years 1700 
and 1950 were included and the 
basic information collected com- 
prised details of ownership, con- 
struction date, previous and pre- 
sent use, the condition of the 
building and the type of construc- 
'tion and materials used, all of 
which were illustrated with 
photographs, slides and sketches. 

Completed in December of last 
year the survey was then re- 
viewed in order to chose 20 build- 
ings from the 180 surveyed that 
would best represent the 
architectural character of Salt. 
These final 20. which include 
such famous buildings as the old* 
school, Beit Abu Jaber. the old 
mosque in Sharar Ham am, the 
English Church and Hospital, are 
now being more fully 
documented. 

To be published on De- 
cember 31. 1988, volume one of 
the handbook will eventually in- 
clude comprehensive architectu- 
ral drawings of plans, sections, 
elevations as well as structural 
and architectural details and 
photographs and slides. There 
will also be a written text describ- 
ing the history of the buildings, 
the architectural details, con- 
structors, shading devices, ven- 
tilation. thermal insulation, diffe- 
rent methods of construction and 
materials used. 

Dr. Jabaji feels that this text 
will add much to the handbook. 
“By becoming involved with the 
socio-economic history of these 
structures, by tracing their de- 
velopment and analysing how and 
why they were built that way, the 
book immediately becomes alive. 
We hope that this book will be- 
come a tool for our architects, 
from which they can draw inspira- 
tion and ideas, incorporating 
what they see into their own 
contemporary designs.”

Greater 
Amman 
to have 
central 
laboratory 

AMMAN (Petra. J.T.) — Work is 
underway for the establishment 
of a central laboratory for Grea- 
ter Amman Municipality to carry 
out tests on water and food sam- 
ples. and another laboratory for 
testing insects and tbeir effects, 
according to Dr. Ragheb Kama], 
director of the municipality's 
Laboratory Services Department. 

Kama! said that his department 
was concerned with all issues 
related to drinking water and 
food consumed by the people in 
the capital. 

All samples should be safe for 
human consumption and should 
conform to recognised specifica- 
tions and standards, Kama! 
noted. 

He said that all types of food 
and drinking water are con- 
tinuously tested to ensure that 
they contain no contamination or 
germs that might cause any harm 
to people. "Special attention is 
being given to drinking water to 
ensure it contains no chemicals or 
germs." Kamal noted. 

The director of the municipal- 
ity's agricultural unit Maha Had- 
dadin said that her department 
was concerned with inspecting ail 
water networks and water reser- j 
voirs. i 

“All efforts are being made to ; 
ensure that water reaching 
citizens in tbe capital is pure and 
potable and is odourless and free 
of all germs," Haddadin noted. 

She said her department last I 
year conducted laboratory tests | 
on 3,460 samples of water taken I 
from private or public-owned ' 
wells, water cisterns and reser- , 
voirs. j 

The municipality's endeavours 
coincide with efforts on the part 
of the Health and Water and 
Irrigation Ministries in providing 
potable and pure water for Am- 
man citizens. 

Water and Irrigation Minister 
Ahmad Dakhqan last Tuesday 
said that the water supply in 
Amman and elsewhere in the 
Kingdom was free of any chemic- 
al or bacterial contamination. 

He told a press conference that 
a recent six-day interruption of 
water supply to Marka and neigh- 
bouring areas east of Amman was 
due to technical faults in the 
water network in that district. 

The interruption of water supp- 
ly coincided with a number of 
diarrhoea cases in that area, a 
matter that prompted the minis- 
try to conduct laboratory tests on 
water. 

These tests, he said, proved 
that the water was qyite pure and 
free of all contamination and that 
water pumped to the eastern dis- 
tricts of Amman had no relation 
whatsoever with the diarrhoea 
cases which appeared in these 
districts.

AMMAN (Petra) — Awqaf 
and Islamic Affairs Ministry 
has called on all Muslims 
wishing to perform pilgrimage 
to Mecca this year to call at the 
authorised transport com- 
panies to register their names 
before next Wednesday, the 
deadline for registering 
people.

He said the Health Ministry 
has set up a college for training 
instructors, which is expected to 
open its doors to 15 of them early 
September. 

The graduates, he said, will be 
employed in Ministry of Health 
nursing colleges in Karak and Bal- 
qa govemorates, Hamzeh noted. 

The minister underlined the 
importance of humanitarian ser- 


vices offered by nurses to the 
community and the status nurses 
are assuming in the Jordanian 
society. 

Accordine to the Health Minis- 
try's Planning. Training and 
Research Department (here is at 
present a total of 2.055 qualified 
nurses in the Kingdom of whom^ 
559 are non-Jordanians. 

Department officials said that 
Jordan has a capacity to train 280 
nurses annually, and by the end 
of 1988 there will be at least 1 .496 
nurses in the country. 

In a lecture delivered in Aqaba 
in March Hamzeh said that Jor- 
dan still lacks a sufficient number 
of nurses and midwives to work in 
health centres run by the govern- 


ment. 

He said the ministry has con- 
cluded contracts with nurses from 
China and will shortly draw up 
contracts with nurses from Po- 
land specialising in the treatment 
of mental diseases. 

At the ceremony on Thursday, 
one of the nurses made a speech 
thanking the Queen for attending 
the ceremony. 

Later Queen Noor distributed 
gifts and Health Ministry awards 
ro the group of 37 veteran nurses. 

Hamzeh presented the Queen 
with the Health Ministry shield in 
recognition of her continued 
efforts to support the nursing 
profession in Jordan. 


Hamzeh inaugurates Scientific Day for surgeons 


AMMAN (Petra) — Health 
Minister Zaid Hamzeh Friday in- 
augurated the second Scientific 
Day for the Ear, Nose and Throat 
surgeons, held at the Professional 
Associations Complex.

path to the advancement of this 
medical specialisation.

Iranians fortify border after defeat 


Syrians move into south Beirut

kilometres east of the war-bat- 
tered southern Iraqi port city of 
Basra, Iranian troops were visible 
in the distance as they hastily 
built new fortifications. 

The Iraqi officers said their 
forces, led by elite Presidential 
Guards, routed the Iranians in a 
five-pronged offensive launched 
Wednesday morning that lasted 
just 10 hours. 

A senior officer said Iraqi 
troops backed by tanks, artillery, 
jet fighters and helicopter 
gunships retook 130 square 
kilometres of Iraqi territory. 

The attack was spearheaded by 
tanks, part of Iraq's heavily 
mechanised armed forces, facing 
more lightly armed bur some- 
times fanatical Iranian Revolu- 
tionary Guards and volunteers. 

The officer said those Iranian 
troops that were not killed or 
wounded fled to the other side of 
the border. 

This observation post is located 
where the Iranians pushed their 
troops into Iraq in their January 
1987 offensive that eventually pe- 
tered out just 10 kilometres from 
Basra. 

Iranian army jeeps, trucks and 
ammunition stocks, some in good 
shape and usable, were abandoned 
by the Iranians along the tracks 
they built to approach their main 
defence points. 

Western military analysts esti- 


mated that between 35,000 and 
40,(00 Iraqi troops took part in 
this week’s offensive, but reliable 
casualty estimates were not yet 
available. 

Reporters counted 400 Iranian 
prisoners of war being held here. 

The analysts said about 25,000 
Iranians were believed to have 
been killed in the 1987 offensive 
had perhaps 10,000 Iraqis. 

Iraq has gone on the offensive 
recently after more than two 
years of defensive tactics in tbe 
ground war. On April 18 Iraqi 
forces retook the Fao jpeninsula, 
which had been in Iranian hands 
since February 1986. 

Reuters adds from Bahrain: Two 
ships burned in the Strait of 
Hormuz Friday after attacks 
which shipping sources said 
showed Iranian gunboats could 
operate there with little fear of 
intervention by Western navies. 

"They are concentrated on 
Hormuz now, it’s like their terri- 
tory and no one can touch them 
there.” a Gulf shipping source 
said. 

The gunboats hit the 18,002- 
tonne Maltese bulk carrier Don 
Miguel early Friday, starting fires 
in tbe engine room and crew 
quarters which still burned hours 
later. 

Nearby, salvage tugs fought a 
fire on the 15.530-tonne Mundo- 
gas Rio, attacked Thursday night. 
A tug took the Greek and Filipi- 
no crewmen off the vessel.

Burnt-out cars, piles of rubble 
and empty cartridges littered nar- 
row alleyways lined by scorched, 
sheli-pocked buildings. Many 
areas were without electricity and 
telephones because of the 
fighting. 

Hizbollah and tbe Syrian- 
armed Amal militia stopped 
shooting as the deployment be- 
gan at 11 a.m. (0900 GMT). 

A half-hour earlier, shell blasts ' 
and staccato bursts of gunfire in 
the embattled slums resounded 
across Beirut. 

Police had no word on what 
touched off the flareup. which 
occurred despite pledges by both 
factions to observe a “final cease- 
fire." 

The Syrians advanced in three 
groups, each made up of 300 
infantrymen armed with machine 
guns and shoulder-fired grenade 
launchers. The first group was 
followed by 50 gray-uniformed 
Lebanese policemen carrying 
automatic rifles. 

Associated Press correspon- 
dent Nick Ludington, who went 
in with the first Syrian group, said 
they set up four or five check- 
points along a disengagement line 
between the Amal-held Chi yah 
neighbourhood and Hizbollah- 
controlled Ghobeiri. 

Waiting women greeted the Sy- 
rians as they moved in by shower- 
ing them with rice in a traditional 
gesture of welcome. 

"Animals, they’re all animals. 


animals killing animals," a man 
standing in front of his bomb- 
shattered house shouted in En- 
glish when he saw Western cor- 
respondents covering the Syrian 
advance. 

His bouse was seized by Hiz- 
bollah fighters from Amal militia- 
men during the final phase of the 
savage street fighting that 
erupted May 6. 

. There was no immediate word 
when the Syrians planned to send 
tanks and other armour into the 
devastated districts to enforce the 
ceasefire. 

Shortly before the advance. 
Syria’s military intelligence, chief 
i« • Lebanon, Brigadier-General 
Ghazi Kanaan, said: "Zero hour 
has been set. We're moving in 
today to separate them." 

Under the Syrian-Iranian 
accord, ail militia offices must 
shut and gunmen must withdraw 
from the streets. Only informa- 
tion and political offices will be 
allowed to operate, Kanaan told 
reporters. 

But a Hizbollah spokesman 
said the Syrian troops would not 
take over its main barracks in the 
Hay Madi area. 

Hizbollah. financed by Tehran 
to spread Iran's fundamentalist 
Islamic revolutionary message, 
seized control of about 90 per 
cent of the suburbs during the 
clashes. 

An Iranian source told Reu- 
ters: “The deployment agree- 
ment was reached by mutual con- 
sent between Syria and Iran."

Israeli authorities. He was not 
immediately available for com- 
ment on his future plans. 

Muslim worshipers left prayers 
at Jerusalem's Haram Ai Sharif 
peacefully Friday after demon- 
strations followed prayers in the 
last two weeks. 

Demonstrations after prayers 
were reported in the town of 
Ramallah and surrounding re- 
fugee camps, as well as the 
Jabalya camp in the Gaza Strip. 

On Thursday, police arrested 
27 Palestinians after a Jewish 
student was stabbed in Jerusalem 
and said they were investigating a 
spate of brush fires possibly set by 
Palestinians. 

Hie student suffered moderate 
wounds Thursday when be was 
stabbed in an alley of Jerusalem’s 


Old City where he lives and 
studies. 

He told police his assailant 
shouted in Arabic “God is 
Great" as he approached him 
from behind and rammed a dag- 
ger in his back. 

Several Israelis have been stab- 
bed by Palestinians in the last few 
years. But such incidents have 
been rare in the last five-and-a- 
haif months of Palestinian up- 
rising. 

Police said they suspected 
Palestinians had started a string of 
brush fires across Israel. 

They said $4 million worth of 
damage was caused by fires south 
of Jerusalem Wednesday and 
Thursday. Two Druze from the 
occupied Golan Heights were 
arrested on Thursday for starting 
fires in forests in northern Israel.

AJ Ra 7: Reagan’s crusade 

ON Sunday U.S. President Ronald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mir: hail Gorbachev meet in yet another summit in Moscow 
where “nuclear armament" will be at the top of a list of 
subjects to be discussed. Reagan is expected also to defend 
human rights of Jews living in the Soviet Union which he gives 
priority to other issues of world concern. Reagan, in a 
siatement before leaving Washington for Helsinki on his way 
to Moscow, expressed his deep pain to see the Berlin wall 
dividing the two Germanies but failed to mention anything at 
all about Jerusalem and Israeli terrorism exercised against the 
Arabs in that city. Neither did he express his support for the 
rights of the Arab people nor for their rights in their land and 
holy places in Jerusalem, and the human rights of the 
Palestinians which are day and night being violated by the 
Israeli occupation forces. Reagan chose to advocate the cause 
of the Soviet Jews who Israel claims are living under 
oppression, but did not mention anything about the Palesti- 
nian people who suffer under Israeli yoke and the atrocities 
committed by the Israeli soldiers in .Arab towns and refugee 
camps. For this reason, the Arabs have cause to believe that 
the Palestine issue will barely receive any attention at the 
superpower summit in the Soviet capital. 

AJ Dustour: Israeli terrorism 

ISRAEL’S new series of attacks on southern Lebanon 
reaffirm the fact that the Zionists are still adhering to their 
policy of terrorism in dealing with their neighbours and the 
Arabs under their rule. Israel, by launching these attacks, is 
proving to the world its evil nature and try ing to impose its will 
on any Arab states that does not comply with its whims and 
desires. There is no doubt that the unlimited support and 
military help which Israel is getting from the United States 
remains the prime cause for such action and the main 
encouragement for the Israeli rulers to pursue their terrorist 
policies against the Arabs.

While some sources and background material is 
publicly available . most of the information comes 
from first hand reports, fieldworker visits to 
hospitals, refugee camps, tonus and villages, and 
from working relationships between the PHRIC 
and other institutions in the occupied territories. 
The material is collected and verified in Jerusalem 
and sent co Chicago, where tbe updates are 
produce t{ and distributed internationally.

Issues related to the killings, shootings 


The mortality rate from shoot- 
ings has varied during the course 
of ihe uprising. Until mid-March, 
the announced policy of the 
Israeli army was to shoot only 
when soldiers perceived their 
fives to be in danger.

1LO voices concern over Gaza 
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GENEVA (R) — An Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation 
(ILO) committee lias expressed* 
concern at physical harassment 
and threats against trade union- 
ists in the Israeli-occupied Gaza 
Strip. 

The Committee on Freedom of 
Association, in a report to the 
organisation’s governing body 
published Friday, noted that 
according to Israel’s reply to a 
complaint about the matter, no 
charges bad been made qgtingr 
any of the men. 

The governing body, in its re- 
commendations, said that “the 
apprehension and systematic or 
arbitrary interrogation by the 
police of trade union leaders in- 
volves. a danger of abuse.” 

The complaint was submitted 
by the Gaza Building Workers' 
and Carpenters’ Union and the 
Gaza Commercial and Public Ser- 
vices Workers* Union, which re- 
ported violations of trade union 
rights in the Gaza Strip. 


. They said the unions there had 
been inactive since 1967 as the 
occupation authorities continual- 
ly restricted their activities. 

The complaint, submitted July 
23 last year, said that June 2 an 
officer known to them as “Col- 
onel Rubin” and other soldiers 
stormed the headquarters of the 
union, ordering unionists to 
freeze and to present their identi- 
ty cards. 

One of the union members, 
Hussein Abu Nar, was sum- 
moned to the military govern- 
ment headquarters and forced to 
wait in the hot sun from early 
morning to two p.m., when he 
was told to return the next day. 

The following day, after 
another eigfat-our wait, he was 
given a written order by the 
military governor preventing him 
from practising any union activi- 
ties. Other unionists were also 
interrogated. 

In its reply to the ILO, the 
Israeli authorities said they recog- 


nised freedom of association and 
whenever any steps had been 
fokun agahutr trade unions this 
was because of “terrorist” acts, 
subversion or other VfllegaT acti- 
vities. / 

It said the workers’ association 
in Gaza had since 1984 become a 
focus of 'activity for “terrorist” 
organisations and the executive 
council of the unions which filed 
the complaint included at least 
seven persons earlier/ convicted of 
felonies. 1 

The ILO committee noted that 
the military court judgments cited 
by tire government dated back in 
some cases to the early 1970s and 
prison sentences that where given 
had been served. 

The governing body, in its con- 
clusions, said the practice of giv- 
ing a broad interpretation to leg- 
islation on trade union elections 
so as to deprive certain persons of 
die right to hold elected posts was 
not consistent with freedom of 
association. 


Greece, Turkey reach accord 
on measures to build trust 


ATHENS (R) — Greece and 
Turkey, the North Atlantic Trea- 
<jy Organisation (NATO) allies 
which almost went to war last 
year, agreed on measures Friday 
aimed at improving their rela- 
tions. 

A joint communique, issued 
after high-level talks in Athens, 
said the two countries would lift visa 
restrictions on each other's diplo- 
mats and seek closer cooperation 
in combating terrorism, illicit 
drugs and smuggling. 

The four-day meeting between 
Greek Foreign Minister Karolos 
Papoulias and Turkish Foreign 
Minister Mesut Yilmaz was 
aimed at furthering a peace pro- 
cess launched by their prime 
ministers in Davos, Switzerland, 
in January’. 

The foreign ministers discussed 
a number of deeply-divisive 
issues which have brought them 


close to war on several occasions 
in recent years, but derided to 
leave efforts to resolve these 
problems to their prime ministers 
at an upcoming meeting. 

The East Mediterranean neigh- 
bours have been at odds for years 
over Cyprus, control of airspace 
over the Aegean Sea region and 
the conduct of military exercises 
in the area. 

Prime ministers Andreas 
Papandreou of Greece and Tur- 
gut Ozal of Turkey are due to 
meet in Athens June 13-15, and 
such problems as the Turkish 
military occupation of Cyprus 
and other volatile issues are cer- 
tain to be raised. 

The joint communique said the 
foreign ministers signed a memor- 
andum of understanding concern- 
ing military activities on the high 
seas and in international airspace. 

The ministers agreed to abolish 


visa requirements for diplomats 
from June this year, and pledged 
to refrain from provocative state- 
ments which might hurt the 
-Davos peace process. 

They also endorsed recent 
moves by their representatives at 
the NATO headquarters of the 
NATO to clear the way for con- 
struction work on NATO pro- 
jects in their countries. 

In the past, the two countries 
have vetoed plans for major im- 
provements on military facilities 
used by NATO in the neighbour- 
ing state. 

The recent developments have 
given a green light for NATO 
funding and construction of a 
missile boar installation on the* 
Greek island of Skiros and for 
building communication facilities 
in the Turkish Dardanelles Straits 
leading to Istanbul.

leath rate from shooting in - Gaza 
vas markedly lower than the 
leath rate from shooting in the 
SVest Bank. This largely but not 1 * 
ompletely coincided with the' 
>eriod during which injuries from 
beating in Gaza were far more 
multiple than injuries from beat- 
ing in the West Bank. And for 
two weeks in Jan. the Israeli army 
managed not to kill anyone at ail 
with bullets. What controls the 
rate of deaths by shooting is 
dearly neither the intensity of 
protest nor any perceived need 
for the soldiers to defend them- 
selves. 

In the middle of March, Israeli 
Defense Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
announced a policy whereby any- 
one seen to be throwing molotovs- 
or other suspicious objects could 
be shot. Se ttiers were also explic- 
itly permitted to shoot to kill. 
That this has resulted in a virtual 
open season on Palestinians can 
be seen from the figures. In the 
second half of March the death 
rate from shooting was practically 
triple that of the first two weeks 
(31 as opposed to 12). Between 
March 15 and April 7, 44 people 
were shot to death. By April 18, 
the total number dead from 
shooting had reached 159. On 
April 16, following the assassina- 
tion of Abu Jihad, 13 people were 
lolled by shooting; two more shot 


on the 16th died of their wounds 
the next day. 

Serious injuries 

Estimates of the number of 
reported serious injuries ranged 
. at about 2000 as of the end of Jan . 
.but .these estimates,, represent 
- only a small portion of the num- 
ber of people actually injured. A 
group of American physicians 
visiting the territories in Feb. 
estimated the total number of 
injuries as perhaps 33,000 on the 
West Bank and 5,000 in Gaza. In 
general, Palestinians do not want 
knowledge of their injuries 
known, if at all possible, to pre- 
vent subsequent arrest. 

Medical treatment is also de- 
centralised and record keeping 
incomplete. Checking on num- 
bers of injuries has been ham- 
pered further by the imposition of 
curfews, preventing entry and 
exit to many sites. One medical 
relief committee estimates that it 
has seen some 12,000 people 
since the uprising began. 

Tear gas-related thatht 

The exact cause of tear gas- 
related deaths is uncertain. It 
could be that the deprivation of 
oxygen or the effect of the gas on 
blood circulation places a strain 
on sectors of the population at 
risk: infants, pregnant women 
and their unborn babies, old peo- 
ple, persons with respiratory or 
heart conditions. It may also be 
the result of toxins released (e.g., 
cyanide) when the chemicals 


break down. Types CS and CN 
tear gas, which me in use, are 
lethal in high concentrations, 
especially in enclosed spaces. CS 
powder enters the respiratory sys- 
tem and lodges in blood cells, 
fatty 1 tissues, . and. mucus, mem- 
branes. Also the powder can stick 
to the sltin and cause burning and 
welts on the body. Warnings 
against the use in enclosed spaces 
are on the tear gas cannisters; 
nonetheless the gas continues to 
be used in high concentrations in 
enclosed areas. 

Intrauterine fetal mortality 

This table does not include 
information on intrauterine fetal 
deaths among women in the last 
trimester of pregnancy who have 
been exposed to high concentra- 
tions of tear gas. While the exact 
number of these deaths is un- 
known (many occur when people 
are under curfew and cannot 
obtain medical aid; these deaths 
remain unreported) physicians 
estimate that in Gaza alone, as of 
the end of February, there had 
been at least 80 fetal deaths. 

On the night of March 7-8 
alone. 11 fetal deaths were re- 
ported among women in four 
Gaza refugee camps. While hard 
epidemiological evidence is lack- 
ing, some significant connection 
between the tear gas and the 
stillbirth seems clear. UNRWA is 
currently involved in a systematic 
study or the problem. 
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Lebanon lodges complaint 
over Israel’s expulsions 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Lebanon has complained that 
Israel had expelled 17 inhabitants 
from a village inside Israel's self- 
declared “security zone” in 
southern Lebanon and called on 
the United Nations to secure 
their return. 

In a letter to Secretary -General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, released 
Thursday, Lebanese charge d’af- 
faires Chawki Choueri said the 17 
were expelled Tuesday from Cha- 
baa, in the southern Bckaa re- 
gion. 

He said they had committed no 
crime that would justify such ac- 
tion “other than their refusal to 
comply with pressure from the 
occupation forces to establish a 
local civilian administration 
which would be subject to and 
would collaborate with the 
occupying power.” 

Choueri, who did not say 


where the expelled were now, 
said they included the village’s 
religious and civic leaders, three 
headmasters, a teacher, an offi- 
cial in charge of the centre for 
social affairs, and other civil ser- 
vants. 

He told the secretary general: 
“In condemning and deploring 
this dangerous action, the gov- 
ernment of Lebanon requests 
that you intervene, rapidly and 
effectively, for the return of the 
deportees to their village, in 
order to prevent the establish- 
ment of new precedents for 
Israeli practices in Lebanese 
territory, and that you call upon 
Israel to comply in full with the 
Geneva conventions, particularly 
the Fourth Geneva Convention 
of 1949." 

The fourth convention deals 
with the treatment of civilians in 
time of war. 


Senegalese cleric says he 
negotiated hostage release 


DAKAR (R) — The spiritual 
leader of Senegal’s Lebanese 
community said Thursday he 
negotiated the release of three 
French hostages in Beirut earlier 
this month. 

“It is true. I am the one who 
negotiated their release," Sheikh 
Abdul Moneim A1 Zein told Reu- 
ters in an interview. 

He said it took 18 days of 
bargaining and six trips to the 
Lebanese capital to win the free- 
dom May 4 of the three 
Frenchmen. 

“They were direct negotiations 
— and the only direct negotia- 
tions — with the kidnappers," 
Zein said. 

• Zein, whose role in the hostage 
drama was revealed by the Beirut 
newspaper A1 Safir, said he was 
in file curtained car with the three 
blindfolded Frenchmen when 
they were delivered to the Beirut 
hotel where they were freed. 

The hostages, Jean Paul Kauff- 
man, Marcel Carton and Marcel 
Fontaine, were met by top 
French officials, including an In- 
terior Ministry representative, 
and were later flown to France. 

Zein said the negotiations went 


on day and night for 18 days. At 2 
a.m. May 4, he was told he could 
pick up the hostages and escort 
them to freedom. 

“At the same time, I called 
Paris and asked that an airplane 
be sent,” he said. 

Zein declined to identify the 
French authorities with whom he 
was in touch during the negotia- 
tions nor would he divulge any of 
■the conditions of the hostages’ 
release. 

He did say, however, that an 
Iranian representative, whom he 
did not identify, was present in 
Beirut during the negotiations. 

Zein, 43, and a Senegalese 
national, said that be also had a 
role in the release last December 
of two other French hostages, 
Jean-Louis Normandin and Ro- 
ger Hauque. 

“There was nothing political 
about my actions," he said. “I 
did it purely for humanitarian 
reasons and at the request of my 
president." 

He added that he was willing to 
undertake the role of shuttle hos- 
tage negotiator again “if my pres- 
ident (Senegalese leader Abdou 
Diouf) asks me to." 


U.N. commander rejects 
Turkish Cypriot charges 


NICOSIA (Cyprus) — The com- 
mander of tiie U.N. peacekeeping 
force in Cyprus defended himself 
Thursday against criticism over 
the killing of a Turkish Cypriot by 
an officer under his c ommand . 

Major General Guenther 
Greindl said he was confident an 
inquiry into the May 21 killing of 
fanner Moustafa Hussein Kaffa 
would show he and the U.N. 
force acted impartially and within 
its mandate. 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktasb said Greindl was re- 
sponsible for what he called the 
murder of Kaffa after persistent 
U.N. persecution of the man. 

“I consider the charges made 
against UNFICYP (U.N. Force 
in Cyprus) generally and me per- 
sonally axe totally unjustified," 
Greindl said. “Accusations of 
such a serious nature are a matter 
of concern. 

“I personally believe that both 
the force and I have always acted 
impartially and within the man- 
date of the Security Council and 
the UNFICYP guidelines,” he. 
said .in a statement. 

Greindl added that he looked 


forward with confidence to the 
results of an inquiry into the 
shooting by a board which will 
report to U.N. Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

Kaffa was killed at Pyla in the 
U.N. patrolled no-man’s land be- 
tween Greek Cypriot and Turkish 
Cypriot lines. 

The U.N. force said Kaffa was 
a known troublemaker who was 
shot in self-defence after he 
opened fire on and seriously 
wounded an Austrian lieutenant 
who had gone to question him. 

Another Austrian soldier was 
later shot and wounded in north 
Cyprus. Police arrested Kaffa’s 
son and son-in-law for that 
attack. 

After the shooting of the 
second Austrian soldier by two of 
Kaffa’s relatives the 300 troops of 
the Austrian contingent were 
ordered to remain inside their 
base, Camp Leopold, near the 
east coast port city of Famagusta. 

The families of 30 Austrian 
soldiers also living in Famagusta 
have been evacuated to the 
Greek Cypriot side of the island 
for security reasons. 
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Moscow: Ties with 
Israel depend on 
peace conference 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The Soviet Union win 
resume diplomatic ties with Israel as soon as an 
international Middle East peace conference is agreed 
upon, the Israeli daily newspaper Davar Friday 
quoted a Soviet official as saying. 


Deputy Foreign Minister Vladi- 
mir Petrovsky told Davaris spe- 
cial correspondent in Moscow: 

“The subject of diplomatic re- 
lations between the Soviet Union 
and Israel is simple now: The 
sooner we decide on convening 
an international conference, just 
as soon diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries will be 
renewed." 

The Soviet- Union severed ties 
with the Zionist state following 
the 1967 war and has renewed 
low-level contacts in the past 
year. 

Davar quoted Petrovsky as 
saying be hoped the Soviet and 
U.S. leaders would make prog- 
ress on the Middle East issue at 
their Moscow summit meeting 
starting Sunday. 

Both parties favour an interna- 
tional peace conference including 
the five permanent members of.* 
the U.N. Security Council but 
differ on the powers of the con- 
ference to impose a solution. 

Petrovsky was quoted as 
saying: “The conference is not an 
object in and of itself, but an 
important element that can give a 
framework to start a process to- 
wards comprehensive peace and 
the solution of ail problems.” 


“There is now an international 
consensus not only on tfae need 
for a settlement but on an inter- 
national conference,” he said. 

Israel has recently reached an 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
to send an Israeli consular delega- 
tion to Moscow for the first tune 
in 21 years, according to the 
foreign ministry. 

A source in the ministry told 
the AP the Israeli diplomats 
could live for the Soviet Union as 
early as next week. 

Agreement for the visas came 
10 months after Soviet consular 
officials began operating from the 
Finnish embassy in Tel Aviv, in 
what is seen as part of an 
ongoing Soviet effort to gain a 
role in Middle East peace nego- 
tiations. 

Israeli leaders say the Soviets 
must first renew diplomatic ties 
and grant more exit visas for Jews 
wishing to leave die Soviet Union. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir said Thursday on Israel 
Radio that the granting of visas 
for six Israeli diplomats “should 
not be viewed as a change, and 
certainly not as a fundamental, 
substantive change in Soviet poli- 
cy towards Israel and the Jewish 
people.” 


A foreign ministry official said 
Friday the Soviet Union had told 
Israel it no longer demands crea- 
tion of an independent Palesti- 
nian state as part of an overall 
settlement of the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

“They told us an independent 
Palestinian state is no longer their 
preferred option. They speak of 
federation (with Jordan}." said 
the official reporting on contacts 
between Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres and his aides with 
Soviet officials in Madrid, 
Washington and Geneva this 
month. 

“They have not written off a 
Palestinian state but they are not 
advocating it as tbe exclusive 
solution as in tbe past," added 
the official who asked not to be 
named. 

“They said they would not be 
surprised if the other (Arab) par- 
ties decided against it (a Palesti- 
nian state)," said tbe official who 
spoke at a special briefing for 
foreign reporters. 

In another development, an 
Israeli spokesman said Thursday, 
the Soviet Union had agreed to 
collaborate with a team of West- 
ern scholars headed by an Israeli 
rabbi in researching the Soviet 
collections of Judaica. 

Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz would 
be also allowed to open an insti- 
tute in the Soviet Union to train 
Jewish scholars and religious 
leaders. 


Labour chooses ‘doves’ as candidates 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — The 
Israeli Labour Party has signalled 
a shift to the left as it chose 29 of 
its candidates for the upcoming 
general elections in an unpre- 
cedented vote by its central com- 
mittee. 

At least 11 of the candidates 
chosen Thursday by the 1,267- 
member committee are known 
for their left-wing views, and 16 
will be running for the Knesset 
for the first time. 

Left-wing delegates included 
Ora Namir and Lova Eliav, the 
committee's first two choices, 
Avraham'Bifrg,' .ah activist in the 
Peace Now Movement; Yossi 
Beilin, party leader Shimon 
Peres’ closest aide; and Ephraim 
Singer, leader of the party’s 
young guard. 

The committee also elected 
two Arab candidates, including a 
woman, as well as a member. of 
the Druze community. 

In the current Labour par- 
liamentary delegation, most 
members are more centrist in 
their views. 

The delegates named Thursday 
join 23 others chosen earlier by 
paify district committees. Nine 
senior party leaders, including 
Peres and Defence Minister Yit- 


zhak Rabin, did not face election. 

In the past, the candidates 
were chosen by a small commit- 
tee of power brokers and rubber 
stamped by the central com- 
mittee. 

Israelis vote for parties, not 
inffividual candi Each party 
sends a number of delegates to 
the 120-seat parliament prop- 
ortionate to the number of votes 
it has received, beginning with 
the first candidate on its list. 

Labour will run 61 active candi- 
dates, a hoped-for majority, 
along with a number of “honor- 
“ ary’ f hopefuls chosen from the 
party faithful. But recent polls 
show the party winning about 40 
seats in die elections scheduled 
Nov. 1. 

The prominence of "doves" on 
the Labour list could prove an 
election obstacle, political 
sources quoted by Reuters said. 
Opinion polls have shown 
voters moving steadily to the 
right in reaction to the five-month 
uprising by Palestinians in the 
occupied territories. 

But Labour spokeswoman 
Micfaal Cohen said hardliners 
such as Rabin would also be 
placed high on the party’s elec- 
tion list. 


Eliav, 66, tried during his time 
outride the Labour Party to open 
talks with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO). His 
efforts ended when his main con- 
tact. Dr. Issam Sartawi, was shot 
dead in Lisbon. 

Eliav was voted in as candidate 
by more than 75 per cent of the 
1.267 central committee members 
meeting outside Tel Aviv 
throughout Thursday. He 
appeared sure of a safe spot on 
the party slate, political sources 
said. 

Several serving Knesset (par- 
liament) members failed to be 
voted in again by the central 
committee and some, like haw- 
kish ex-diplomat Simcha Dinitz.

France cuts interest rates 


PARIS (R) — France Thursday 
cut key interest rates by V* per- 
centage point in a move Finance 
Minister Pierre Beregovoy said 
was a signal of confidence io its 
economic future and the stability 
of its currency. 

The rate cuts by the Bank of 
France, tbe nation's central bank, 
came on tbe same day that Paris- 
Match magazine published an 
opinion poll suggesting that 
Socialist Party will win a comfort- 
able majority in next month’s 
national assembly election. 

Beregovoy, who took office 
earlier this month after Socialist 
President Francois Mitterrand's 
reelection, announced the rate 
cut in advance to journalists. 

"I have agreed with the monet- 
ary authorities that a sign of 
confidence in our country should 
be gjven to public opinion and 
financial operators,” he said. 

“Everybody recognises that 
cutting inters! rates is today the 
best method of revitalising our 


economy," Beregovoy said. 

In tbe move, tbe Bank of 
France cut its so-called money 
market intervention rate, the in- 
terest rate it demands when 
advancing medium term funds to 
money markets, to seven per cent 
from 7V* per cent. It cut its 
seven-day repurchase rate to 7 Yi 
per cent from TV* per cent. 

The rates, which the central 
bank* uses as lower and upper 
indicators for money market 
rates, had remained unchanged 
since being cut by V* point on Jan. 
25. 

Beregovoy, meanwhile, also 
said the government would 
announce further lifting of ex- 
change controls early next week.

U.S. economy booms 


from adopting IMF policies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A re- 
port by the International Monet- 
ary Fund (IMF) says poor people 
have been hurt by polides the 
fond has pressed on Third World 
countries, such as devaluation of 
currencies and cuts In govern- 
ment spending. 

In the past, the fund empha- 
sised that countries will be worse 
off if they delay the austerity 
policies it usually requires as a 
condition for its loans. 

The fund is owned by 151 
governments. At the end of 
March, poor countries owed it 
S28.6 billion. Though founded in 
an effort to keep all currencies 
stable, in recent years the fond 
has spent its money almost entire- 
ly on helping poor countries keep 
up with their debts. 


“Although many of the major 
policy instruments unproved the 
position of the dominant poverty 
groups in the sample countries, 
other poverty groups were made 
worse off in the short run,” said 
the report released this week. 

Tbe study looked at seven 
countries whose governments in 
recent years have adopted “ad- 
justment programmes” to get i-ans 
from tbe fund: Chile, the Domi- 
nican Republic, Ghana, Kenya, 
tbe Philippines, Sri Lanka and 
Thailand. 
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A well furnished apartment, situated in 
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The authors are five members 
of the fund staff from the United 
States, Holland. Greece, South 
Korea and India. 

Michel Camdessus, the fund’s 
French managing director, said in 
an introduction for the report: 

Adjustment does not have to 
lower basic human standards. ... 
The more (that) adjustment 
efforts give proper weight to so- 
cial realities — especially the 
implications for the poorest — 
the more successful they are like- 
ly to be.” 

Large groups of poor people in 
the cities of Chile, the Dominican • 


Republic and the Philippines suf- 
fered from the currency devalua- 
tions, the report said. 

In the Philippines, spending on 
health and schools was cut and 
the devaluation and restrictions 
on imports raised prices sharply, 
the report said. Also, the restric- 
tions on the supply of money held 
down the number of jobs and the 
amount of wages. 

In the Dominican Republic, 
basic items were subsidised by a 
high exchange rate for the peso 
and when the rate was lowered, 
“major social unrest” broke out, 
the report said. It did not provide 
details. 


Sharp cuts in government 
spending may have hurt the poor 
in the long run as well as the short 
run in Sri Lanka and Kenya, 
according to the report.

In the first three months of the 
year, the economy grew at a brisk 
3.9 per cent annual rate, instead 
of tbe modest , but still healthy, 
2.3 per cent pace estimated a 
month ago, the Commerce De- 
partment said Thursday. 

With the surprisingly sharp up- 
ward revision, tbe growth of the 
country's gross national product 
(GNP) in the first quarter of the 
year lagged only slightly behind 
the seasonally adjusted 4.8 per 
cent growth rate of tbe fourth 
quarter of 1987. 

Only a few mouths ago, most 
analysts were predicting a signifi- 
cant economic slowdown in the 
first quarter, which is defined as 
two consecutive quarters in which 
GNP declines. 

After five uninterrupted years 
of economic expansion, a stock 
market crash that wiped out $500 
billion of wealth in a single day, 
and a build-up of unsold inven- 
tories, they said the country was 
due for a slide down the business 
cycle. 

But subsequent government re- 
ports, including the latest one, 
showed that exports are boom- 
ing, business investment is brisk, 
the inventory accumulation is 
manageable and the stock market 
crash had no lasting effect on 
consumer spending, the driving 


Broker expects gold output 
to rise sharply this year 


LONDON (R) — Western gold 
output is likely to rise sharply this 
year with increases from almost 
every producer nation apart from 
South Africa, London commodi- 
ty broker E.D. and F. Man said 
Friday.

Strong demand from Asia, led 
by Japan and Taiwan, has 
absorbed some of surplus sup- 
plies. Taiwan has been boosting 
reverses by buying U.S. gold, a 
development which was largely 
responsible for improvement in 
the U.S. March trade deficit.

The latest report left suppor- 
ters of the Reagan administra- 
tion's economic policies gloating. 

“It’s a sad day for the gloom- 
and-doomers, both here and 
abroad, when foe American eco- 
nomy proves to be significantly 
healthier than they expected,” 
said chamber of commerce depu- 
ty chief economist Lawrence 
Hunter. 

A strong economy is usually ah 
asset for the party in power dur- 
ing election years, but recent 
polls show Vice President George 
Bush trailing Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor Michael Dukakis, his likely 
Democratic opponent. 

The GNP report, however, has 
fuelled fears that the economy is 
“overheated” and may spark a 
new round of inflation, despite 
fresh indications the price rises 
were under control. 

Tbe . GNP price deflator, . an 
inflation gauge, rose at a 1.7 per 
cent annual rate in the first quar- 
ter, instead of the previous 2.4 
per cent estimate, and the .GNP 
price index, a more reliable infla- 
tion measure, was revised down 
slightly to a 3.6 per cent annual 
growth rate from 3.7 per cent. 

But economists said inflation- 
ary problems would show up in 
the coming months, not in the 
first quarter, as the economy 
strains to produce beyond its 
capacity on a sustained basis. 


The report said the extra, 
buying would underpin prices for 
the present but that prices could 
be pressured in 1989 if the buying 
was not sustained. 

Gold was fixed in London Fri- 
day morning at $452.50 an ounce, 
down from around $480 an ounce 
at the start of this year but vir- 
tually unchanged from a year 
ago. 

World demand for jewellery is 
expected to recover this year 
from a slight decline in 1987 
following foe October stock mar- 
ket crash, the report said. Use of 
gold in coins, however, was likely 
to be little changed from last 
year's 200 tonnes, well below 
1986’s record of 327 tonnes. 

The Soviet Union, the com- 
munist bloc’s biggest producer, is 
due to enter the ranks of gold 
coin producers the year with the 
“Bear” joining such coins as the 
U.S. Eagle, the Chinese Panda, 
the Australian Nugget, foe Cana- 
dian Maple Leaf. 

But few investors outside Asia 
buy gold coins. In Asia, foe 
Canadian Maple Leaf has been 
selling well at foe expense of the 
U.S. Eagle, the report said.

Your final contract of three no 
trump ^impeccable. We like your 
decision to.rebid one no trump rath- 
er than two clubs. since it might tie 
important to protect the queen of 
hearts from being led through. . 

Were it not for the unfortunate 
duplication in hearts, which gives 
you but two nicks from the top 
three honors, the contract would 
have been too easy for words. After 


a heart lead, you now have only 
eight fast tricks, and you do not 
have the time to develop a trick in 
diamonds— the defenders will geL at 
least three heart tricks and two dia- 
monds first. 

U might seem that the only 
chance for your ninth trick is a 
spade finesse, but if you simply lead 
a spade to the jack, you will go 
down as the cards lie.

“It was as tough as it could ever 
be.” Bilbeisi, who clocked 
2:07:92, told the Jordan Times 
after his last and best run of the 
day. “I had to push it to the limit 
ar every comer to try to gain the 
less-than-a-second difference.” 

Driving a Mercedes 190E, King 
Hussein managed a close second 
place. “I had no more than two 
rounds of practice.” the King told 
reporters at the finish tine after 
his first run. 

The King participated in the 
event in two different cars but 
lost one in the morning stage — a 
Lotus Esprit — when its clutch 
failed, forcing him to continue 
the competition in the Mercedes. 

The King, who held the title for 
nearly 20 years after clocked 
2:21:09 in a Porsche 904 in 1966. 
was making his second attempt to 
regain the title after Bilbeisi set a 
new record of 2:16:87 last year. 

The King expressed pride in 
“the new generation" of competi- 
tors participating in the sport, 
underlining a growing interest in 
the sport. 

Prince Abdullah, who came 
third in Friday’s event with an 
Open Manta and a Mercedes, 
said his performance was “not as 
good as I wanted.” He told the 
Jordan Times that he made some 
mistakes in the Open Manta 400, 
mostly because of its gearbox 
which is designed for Safari rallies 


rather than hill climbs. However, 
he conceded that Bilbeisi “de- 
served the victory.” 

“He was outstanding." he said 
of the two-time champion. 

Prince Abdullah described his 
■Opel Manta as “fst as a rocket" 
and his Mercedes 190 was “fan- 
tastic.” 

Almost 90 drivers took part in 
Friday's bi-annual event which 
was resumed feist year after a 
20-year suspension. It was orga- 
nised by the Royal Automobile 
Club of Jordan and sponsored by 
the Pepsi Cola company of Am- 
man. Five female drivers took 
part in the event for the first time. 

The speed lest comes less than 
a month before the international 
rally competition which is sche- 
duled for June 15 to 17. Many of 
the participants in Friday's event 
have already started practice for 
the event and consider the bill 
climb to be an experience gained. 

“I did not think I was up to it.” 
the soft-spoken Bilbeisi said. 
Winning the event was “a beauti- 
ful feeling" although, he said, “I 
used the wrong tyres.” He 
pointed out that the back tyres 
should have been wider for better 
handling and more stability. Be- 
cause of his back injury, Bilbeisi 
would not be taking part in the 
international rally. 

Asked whether he was at a 
disadvantage competing with the 
more powerful Mercedes 190E, 
Bilbeisi agreed but added that he 
himself had the advantage of 
more practice time in his own car.

PARIS (R) — The enduring 
memory of past deeds, heroic and 
shameful, placed John McEnroe 
in a familiar spot under the tennis 
microscope at the French Open 
Thursday.

Ivan Lendl, Boris Becker and Pat 
Cash — all played to less than 
capacity audiences, it was the old 
sorcerer’s second-round joust 
with Sweden's Christian Berg- 
strom which captured the im- 
agination of all. 


Making one last desperate 
attempt ro recapture the gran- 
deur of old, McEnroe let no one 
down, least of all himself, win- 
ning 6-2, 6-4. 6-3 to move into the 
round of the last 32 where he will 
play 16-year-old American 
Michael Chang. 

”1 must treat him as just 
another player,” said McEnroe. 
"The worst thing would be if I 
went on court drinking he was 
just a little older than my son.” 
The former world number one 


is then scheduled to play Lendl in 
the fourth round, assuming the 
Czechoslovak overcomes French- 
man Thierry Tulasue Saturday. 

Though Cash's five-set tussle to 
subdue Spanish ciaycourt special- 
ist Javier Sanchez provided more 
in terms of competitive tennis, no 
other player in the four days of 
Roland Garros has displayed 
such complete mastery of racket 
over ball as McEnroe. 

Lendl, by contrast, looked 
sluggish at the start before beat- 


ing Niclas Kroon, ranked 13th :r. 
Sweden and 92nd in the world. 
6-4, 6-0, 6-1. winning IS of the 
last 20 games. 

McEnroe’s last appearance on 
the centre court here ended in a 
first-round defeat by Argentine 
Horacio de la Pena 12 months 
ago but he was accorded two rare 
tributes on his return both the 
players' and, perhaps for less 
admirable reasons, the umpires' 
boxes were packed to capacity'.

HELSINKI (AP) — U.S. President Ronald Reagan 
indicated Friday that he and his advisers have 
reached no decisions on farther efforts to remove 
Panama’s General Manuel Antonio Noriega. 


“We have had no opportunity 
.to consider where we go” from 
here, Reagan said in response to 
questions about Noriega's insist’ 
ance that he intends to remain in 
power. 

The president was questioned 
as he appeared at a photo session 
with Findland’s President Mauno 
Koivisto at the presidential 
palace on the second day of his 
pre-Moscow summit rest -stop. 

Reagan also sidestepped a 
question about whether he would 
use military force in Panama. He 
said to discuss U.S. options 
would be “very wrong." 

Pressed to respond to U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Elliot 
Abrams' refusal to rule out the 
use of military force, Reagan 
replied, “I won't comment on the 


possibilities. 

Noriega has told Panama’s par- 
liament he rejected a U.S. ulti- 
matum to leave power but is still 
open to talks with Washington. 

In Washington, it was 
announced that Central Amer- 
ican presidents and a private U.S. 
group were promoting an alterna- 
tive plan of negotiations to re- 
solve Panama's crisis following 
the collapse of talks this week. 

The plan involves talks be- 
tween Noriega and his political 
opponents to move the country to 
civilian rule and is being led by 
President Vinicio Cerezo of 
Guatemala, Panamanian opposi- 
tion leader Juan Sosa ana the 
Washington-based Ceatre for 
Democracy.

Soviet party takes bold step 
towards greater democracy 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Communist leadership has put 
forward a bold blueprint for dis- 
cussion by grassroots party mem- 
bets next month to make the 
country more democratic and 
strengthen citizens* rights. 

Ten “theses” reviewing the 
progress of Kremlin reforms and 
suggesting further developments 
were passed by a full meeting of 
the Central Committee earlier 
this week. 

The approval signalled that 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
had consolidated his position 
against conservative opposition 
to the social and political reforms 
he wants to push through. 

The aim of the plan was to 
draw ordinary people into public 
affair s from which they had been 
alienated and free the Soviet sys- 
tem from the encumbrances of 
Stalinism and red tape, according 
to a text issued by TASS news 
agency Thursday.

Slabbert spoke to reporters 
only briefly during a break in his 
discussions with ANC officials at 
a Frankfurt hotel. 

K It’s an informal discussion on 
a wide range of topics,” Slabbert 
said. “We're just a group of 
concerned South Africans 
talking.” 

Slabbert said that in the talks 
he had not tried to persuade the 
ANC to “change strategies” and 
try to become involved in local 
and national politics. 

The South African government 
has refused to lift its ban on the 
ANC unless it renounces vio- 
lence. 

Slabbert is director of planning 
and policy for the Institute for a 
Democratic Alternative for South 
Africa, an anti-apartheid think 
tank he helped found. He is 
widely viewed as his country’s 
most charismatic white anti-apar- 
theid leader. 

Mbeki told reporters after the 
earlier talks with the NOM in a 
Frankfurt hotel that the libera- 
tion group wanted Afrikaners to 
join the fight against racial discri- 
mination in the republic.

350 ‘missing’ after explosion in Zambia 

LUSAKA (R) — Nearly 350 people, most of them children, fled 
into the bush when an army ammunition dump exploded, 
Zambian radio reported Friday. The radio quoted central 
province police Chief Elias Kaite as saying that about 350 people 
had not returned home since Wednesday’s blast in the central 
town of Kabwe. A girl was killed by car as she ran away from the 
explosions at Kohima army barracks. About 48 people were 
injured, some seriously, by flying debris and shrapnel which 
caused property damage. Soldiers searched the countryside 
around Kabwe, 120 kilometres north of Lusaka, to look for the 
missing people and tell them it was safe to go home, the radio 
said. Officials said the explosions may have been caused by an 
accidental fire. Kaite said that 60 unexploded rockets and other 
munitions were scattered around the town.

Two bombs exploded in the 
South African capital Pretoria 
Thursday, the 40th anniversary of 
the ruling National Party coming 
to power, and four white women 
were injured by the blasts.

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 
About 40 leftist guerrillas wear- 
ing black hoods took over tbe 
Mexican embassy peacefully 
Thursday and said they were pro- 
testing water and electricity 
rationing in slum areas of the 
capital. 

Meanwhile, six bombs ex- 
ploded in other cities, two buses 
were burned and a union leader 
was killed. In the countryside, 
nine persons have been killed and 
26 wounded in marches by 
peasants demanding land and 
nationalisation of foreign dil com- 
panies. 

No weapons were seen among 
the people who occupied the 
Mexican embassy in this capital 
of 6 milli on people. There were 
no known threats to harm anyone 
or do any damage. 

Tbe protesters demanded to 
talk with Attorney General Hora- 
do Serpa and the managers of 
Bogota's departments of electric 
power and water. 

The Mexican ambassador, 
Rudolfo Figueroa, was not at the 
embassy when the rebels rushed 
into the embassy at 9 a.m. (local 
time), the embassy press officer, 
Constantino Morales, said in a 
telephone interview from the 
embassy with the radio chain 
Caracol. 

Three embassy officials and an 
undetermined number of Col- 
ombian employees were in the 
embassy when the guerrillas ar- 
rived, Morales said. 

Morales said the three officials 
were himself, tbe political advis- 
er, Carlos Gonzalez, and the con- 
sul, Sergio Savedra. 

The protesters bad hired a bus, 
said the bus driver, Marcos Con- 
ti, in an interview with the Bogo- 


ta radio station RCN. 

As tbe bus approached the 
Mexican embassy, the people on 
the bus pulled on black hoods, 
Conti said. Two Colombian 
policemen guarding foe embassy, 
following standing Mexican 
embassy instructions about such 
takeovers, did not try to use their 
pistols. 

Tbe intruders said they were 
members of the Bolivar Militia of 
the April 19 Movement. 

Bolivar refers to Simon Bolt 
var, as the head of the war against 
Spain in the early 18th century. 

The April 19 Movement, 
known here as M-19, is the group 
that seized the Dominican Re- 
public embassy and held 16 
ambassadors hostages for two 
months in 1980. 

M-19 also stormed the govern- 
ment’s palace of justice in Bogota 
in 1986. Ninety-five persons, in- 
cluding 11 supreme court justices, 
were killed. 

However, the choice of the 
Mexican embassy for the protest 
Thursday leaves little doubt that 
die occupation of the embassy 
will remain peaceful. 

Mexico tries hard to sustain the 
myth that its government follows 
the same ideals of revolutionaries 
who came to power in Mexico 
more than a century ago. 

For that reason guerrilla 
groups and university students 
throughout f-arin America. - often 
choose Mexican embassies for 
their protests.

New Afghan premier named 


ISLAMABAD (Agencies) — 
Afghan President Najibuilah 
appointed Mohammad Hass an 
Sharq as prime minister, Kabul 
radio reported in a surprise 
announcement Thursday. 

The radio said Najibuilah, 
head of the ruling People’s 
Democratic Party of Afghanistan 
(PDPA), asked Sharq to form a 
coalition government. 

The formal announcement was 
not expected until Sunday when 
tiie new Afghan parliament is due 
to open. 

Najibuilah has said he hopes 
the coalition would eventually 
include all political forces in the 
country, including the Mujahe- 
deen now fighting against him. 

Western diplomats were sur- 
prised by die appointment. “He 
was not one of the first six names 
I would have expected,” said 
one. 

Sharq replaces Sultan Ah' Kish- 
tmand, a man whose fortunes 
have been declining for some 
time. Kisbtmand, prime minister 
for nine years, had been de- 
scribed as a loyal but lacklustre 
figure. 

Sharq is currently a deputy 


prime minister and in charge of 
the return home of an estimated 
5.5 million Afghan refugees 
under an international accord 
which also guarantees the with- 
drawal of Soviet troops support- 
ing Kabul. 

He has had a chequered career. 
In 1973, he was a leading figure in 
the coup by Mohammad Daoud 
which toppled King Zahir Shah. 
Eve years later, he was thrown 
into prison for one and a half- 
years when the Marxist PDPA 
took over. 

‘‘I myself do not know the 
reason I survived since I was one 
of the closest friends of Daoud,” 
he once told reporters. 

Najibuilah had offered the pre- 
miership .tq. the western-backed 
Mujahedeen as part of his 
“national recondtiatkm” drive as 
the Soviets depart. 

But the Mujahedeen rejected 
the move, vowing to continue 
fighting until the last Soviet sol- 
■ dier leaves Afghanistan and Na- 
jibullah’s government is over- 
thrown.- 

Soviets give figures 

In Moscow, a senior Soviet 


general Thursday provided for 
the first time a count of Soviet 
troop strength in Afghanistan, 
saying 100,300 soldiers were de- 
ployed there before the contin- 
gent began to withdraw May 15. 

The number provided by Mar- 
shal Sergei F. Akhromeyev, chief 
of tbe Soviet military general staff 
and a first deputy defence minis- 
ter, was nearly 15,000 less than 
claimed by Western intelligence 
sources. 

Akhromeyev provided the fi- 
gure the day after General Alexei 
D. Lizichev, another leading 
ministry official, provided a 
casualty count for the first time — 
13,310 Soviet soldiers killed in 
Afghanistan, 35,478 wounded 
and 311 missing. 

Lizichev had refused to provide 
a figure for the size of tbe Soviet 
force. 

Akhromeyev, asked at a news 
.conference on U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions about the size of the Soviet 
force in Afghanistan, said: “The 
contingent in Afghanistan as of 
May 15 numbered 100,300.” 

He said 9,500 soldiers had left 
the country since the withdrawal 
began.

India plans new Golden 
Temple security strategy 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — 
Work will soon start on a security 
corridor around the Golden Tem- 
ple to help keep militants from 
re-entering the shrine, Home 
Minister Bula Singh said Friday. 

Singh, whose ministry is re- 
sponsible for the nation's internal 
security, told a news conference 
that the plan was “almost ready 
to be implemented.” 

The decision to dear houses 
and shops from around the Gol- 
den Temple complex follows a 
10-day siege by police and para- 
military troops to drive Sikh 
radicals from Sikhism ’s holiest 
shrine. 

The siege ended May 18 with 
the surrender of the last of 200 
Sikh extremists and sympathisers 
from the complex. At least 46 


people were kflled in the con- 
frontation, most of them mili- 
tants. 

Police continue to keep a cor- 
don around the shrine, but their 
security efforts are hampered be- 
cause scores of shops, houses and 
narrow alleys abutting the com- 
plex provide cover for militants 
moving around in the area. 

Singh's deputy, P. Chidambar- 
am, told the news conference that 
an area of about 100 metres 
would be deared around the 
temple.

LONDON (AP) — Actor Peter 
O Toole’s 5-year-old son Lorca n 
flew to New York Wednesday 
with his mother, former model 
Karen Somerville. A British 
judge ruled Tuesday that the boy 
should return to the United 
States with his mother so that 
American courts can determine 
which parent should have cus- 
tody. Somerville did not com- 
ment to reporters waiting at Lon- 
don’s Heathrow airport before 
boarding a Pan American flight 
to New York. Somerville, 37, and 
OToole, 55, have been fighting 
over their son since they parted in 
1983. An American court has 
already given them join: custody. 
High court family division judge 
Sr Stephen Brown ruled in a 
private hearing Tuesday that it 
was in the boy’s best interests that 
he be returned to his mother's 
care in New Jersey pending 
another conn hearing there. The 
Irish-born OToole refused to re- 
turn the boy when a scheduled 
10-day visit to Britain ended ear- 
lier tins month, lawyers for Some- 
rville said. O'Toole is known for 
such films as “Lawrence of Ara- 
bia” and “The -Lion in Winter.” 
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
